SUBJECT: ATTENDANCE ICAC PLENARY NEW DELHI 

1. DURING CONVERSATION WITH ECON COUNSELOR ON DIFFERENT SUBJECT, 
TEJA (MEA) STATED THAT SANYAL WOULD GIVE OFFICIAL REPLY TODAY. 
(THIS HAS NOT OCCURRED.) TEJA IMPLIED THAT GOI WOULD ISSUE 

VISAS TO ISRAEL, BUT NOT ROC DELEGATES. REASON GIVEN WAS THAT 
GOI HAD NEVER ISSUED VISAS TO ROC CITIZENS TO ATTEND "OFFICIAL" 
MEETING IN INDIA. IF ROC CITIZEN "HAPPENED TO TURN UP AT 
CONFERENCE" THAT WAS NO PROBLEM, BUT GOI NOT PREPARED CHANGE 
POLICY. TEJA EXPRESSED HOPE THAT USG WOULD NOT BOYCOTT CONFER- 
ENCE SIMPLY BECAUSE ROC DID NOT ATTEND. 

2. ECON COUNSLEOR REPLIED THAT ISSUE AS SEEN BY USG WAS NOT 
WHETHER ROC OR ANY SINGLE COUNTRY ATTENDED, BUT RATHER THE 
BROADER ISSUE OF POLITICIZATION OF TECHNICAL MEETINGS. HE 
REPEATED POSITION OUTLINED IN STATE’S 190666, INCLUDG STEPS 
WHICH USG WOULD UNDERTAKE ON SEPT 28. TEJA EXPRESSED DISBELIEF 
BUT CONCLUDED THAT IF THAT WAS THE OUTCOME SO BE IT.
